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CRITICS 


Of all the amateurs of professions, there are surely more 
among critics than any other class in the world. Let us 
point out a few of the amateurs and their reasons for 
criticizing. 

irst, the instinctive critic. His disposition is naturally 
red toward things and persons, and that many times 
upon first sight, contact, or meeting. 

Second, disappointment and failure either in love, pro- 
fession, religion, or business renders him prejudiced, jeal- 
ous, and envious toward those realizing success in these 
relations to life. 

Third, inferiority complex on the part of such a person, 
filled with warped aspiration, excites him to the most 
unreasonable criticism possible. 

Fourth, there is the superior complex critic who is per- 
haps the most unreasonable and disagreeable of all. A per- 
son of this character is not, in the first place of the in- 
telligentsia that he prides himself of being. In fact, if he 
were really given a mental test on those points he claims 
superior knowledge of and criticizes others for being so 
inadequate in, his rating would be much lower than the 
‘person he feels is so utterly ignorant and incapable. 

Fifth, generally, the amateur critic is like the “jack-at- 
all-trades,” in that, although his criticism is freely given, 
nine times out of ten it is good for nothing but to invoke 

barrassment upon himself and his object. This reminds 

of the critic who had gotten himself into trouble and 
created quite a bit of unpleasantness for others, to be 
eventually told that competent and desirable critics were 
not only sought and hired, but paid good salaries, to which 
he had, at least, the good common sense to reply, “Well, 
now I see why I’m not getting paid for my criticizing” 
and, of course, his decision was heartily endorsed. 

Sixth, the amateur critic is also, generally, the person 
who soon forgets or never realizes that he has made mis- 
takes, and is the most drastic in his requirements of abso- 
lute perfection on the part of his neighbor, whether it 
is in business, social, educational, or religious life, while 
he himself many times lives far below even a common 
standard of perfection. It is this type person who can hurl 
destructive criticism at those about him with no com- 
punction, apparently, whatever. Not only that, but he 
seems to be insensible to, or at least utterly disinterested 
in, the fact that words have as much germinating power 
as hybrid corn, which not only springs up shortly put pro- 
duces a bountiful yield, and he who plants it will also be 

reaper. This is the kind of critic that is so reckless with 
ee criticism as to actually misrepresent his fellow man 
and detract from his reputation for honesty, moral stand- 
ing, and good name in general, which is nothing less than 
brutal, devilish, and as cruel as the grave, and certainly 
is nothing short of a gross violation of “Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself.” 

Seventh, there are, however, desirable and necessary 
critics. In fact, there is a definite need of expert critics in 
every phase of life, and if it were not for their capable 
service many companies could never have developed their 
products and merchandise to the high point of perfection 
that they have. It is true that they are critical critics; 
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that is, they look for the flaws, the faults, the imperfec- 
tions, in the most minute details and instances, but they 
have entirely different motives in their mote-hunting en- 
deavors to that some mote hunters have in prying into 
and critically analyzing and diagnosing their neighbors, 
fellow church members, and the church in general. Their 
painstaking efforts are only with one thought in mind, 
and that is to cooperate whole-heartedly with the com- 
pany or enterprise that has employed them, so as to 
assure such improvements as will guarantee a greater 
degree of perfection and competency, which will naturally 
result in continued progress and success. Those critics. 
therefore, are known as constructive critics, and they are 
indispensable. One should keep in mind, however, that just 
any person is not selected to do this kind of work, the 
same is true in the church. 

The nature of the government God set in the church 
is such that it requires people of like ability, but that re- 
sponsibility is too great to rest upon the shoulder of just 
any and every member and minister. In fact, those who 
are really qualified are generally the least anxious to be 
engaged in such work. As the last sentence of 1 Cor. 14:26 
is the golden rule of that chapter, which reads, “Let all 
things be done unto edifying,” so also should it serve as 
a golden-rule text for critics.

I know there are those who claim

Document Said to be Jesus’

Somewhere secreted in Rome is a docu- 
ment that, if genuine, is to Christian people

Christ and rendered A Pontius Pilate, act- 
ing governor of the lower Galilee, stating 
that Jesus of Nazareth shall suffer death on 
the cross. 

In 1810, workmen, while excavating in the 
ancient city of Amiternum (now Aquila), in 
the kingdom of Naples, found an antique 
vase in which lay concealed a copper plate 
bearing on one side a long inscription in the 
Hebrew tongue—this, when translated, was 
said to be the death warrant of Jesus. On 
the reverse side were these words, “A similar 
plate be sent to each tribe.” 

Faithfully transcribed it read as follows:

UND) EDUCATION 

Deprive education of its vertical relation to 

God and we deprive it of its fundamental edu- 
cative character. 
If a man is a fool who says in his heart there 
is no God, what must we say of-a school which 
implicitly, if not explicitly, teaches that there 
is no God? 

The soul of education is the education of the 
soul. But what must we say of an education 
that denies the very existence of the soul? 

Imparting education without basing it upon 
religion is sharpening tools without giving 
direction as to their use. Worse than that, 
given a depraved human nature, education 
without religion is education seeking its own 
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depraved level unhindered. Education without 
God is an engine without a governor. Worse 
than that, due to man’s fallen state, education 
without God is an engine in reverse. “Without 
religious motive,” says Wyatt Brown, “any 
education is adding power to nn ay ree ” 
“Mere education,” said Theodore Roosevel 
“without divine guidance, is like handing 2 
gun to an irresponsible man.” 

If we adhere to the Biblical principle of 
education and make the fear of the Lord the 
beginning, the chief part, of knowledge, bless- 
ings will extend not only to the field of edu- 
cation but also to the fields for which educa- 
tion prepares. On the other hand, if we re- 
move our Lord from the scene of educational 
endeavor—and thereby remove “the fear of the 
Lord’’—we undermine education in its most 
vital and vitalizing aspect. 

The truth of these statements appears self- 
evident to every one who is at all conversant 
with the apostatizing tendency in modern 
churches and with the demoralizing tendency 
in our nation, as this is set forth in the ever- 
increasing figures of juvenile delinquency, 
crime, lawlessness, divorce, and in the general 
moral breakdown of modern social life. 

DISHONORING GOD IN EDUCATION 
ot education without God dishonors our

The Word of God tells us that “whether 
therefore ye eat, or drink or whatsoever ye do, 
do all to the glory of God.” If the daily, phy- 
sical eating and drinking of our children 
should be to the glory of God, should their 
a and spiritual eating be less to His 
glory 

We contend, do we not, that our Christian 
life must proceed from true faith, must be 
in accord with the law of God, and must be 
to His glory—that it must not be founded on 
human-spun theories of life? If the life of 
our children should be thus, should their 
preparation for life consist of daily instruction 
which does not proceed from faith, which is 
not in accord with the law of God, and is 
not to His glory, but which is founded on 
the false theories of evolutionary thinking? 

Not only is the well-being of our children 
concerned; not only do the future orthodoxy 
of our church and the moral integrity of our 
civic life hang in the balance, but the honor 
and glory of our God is also at stake. 

Most assuredly, an educational system di- 
vorced from religion is a maladjustment of the 
first magnitude. 

DR. MACHEN AND EDUCATION 

In his Chicago address delivered in August, 
1933, Dr. J. Gresham Machen said, “. . . the 
bearings of truth, the meaning of truth, the 
Pp of truth, even in the sphere of math- 
ematics, seem entirely different to the Chris- 
tian from that which they seem to the non- 
Christian; and that is why a truly Christian 
education is possible only when Christian con- 
viction underlies not a part, but all, of — 
curriculum of the school. True 1 
true piety go hand in hand, and Christianity 
embraces the whole of life—these are 
central convictions that underlie the C 
tian school. . . . I can see little consistency in 
a type of Christian activity which preaches the 
gospel on the street corners and at the ends of 
the earth, but neglects the children of the 
covenant by abandoning them to a cold and 
unbelieving secularism.” 

In his Chicago address of 1934, Machen 
ponders the question, “What is } about 
Christianity which makes it necessary t 
there should be Christian schools?”

Among the last words penned by Dr. Machen 
were the following (he wrote them in Chi 
while on his way to the West, where he died): 

“Compare the state of public a today 
with that which prevailed 40 or years ago, 
and you will see that something little short of 
@ moral revolution has come about. What 
shall be done about it? Well, various. palliative 
measures are being proposed. Some of them— 
like the introduction in public schools of 
‘character education’ based on considerations 
of expediency—are positively harmful. Others 
of them, like the required reading of the Bible 
in public schools ... are at least dangerous. 
All of them are woefully inadequate. The real 
remedy, as over against these makeshifts, is 
found in the establishment of Christian 
schools.”—(Presbyterian Guardian, Jan. 3, 
1937.)

Text: Matt. 10:8, “ ... freely ye have 
received, freely give.” 

This text of scripture is embodied 
in the instructions given by Christ to 
the Twelve as He sent them forth to 
preach the gospel of the kingdom. 
Primarily, it refers to spiritual bene- 
fits, but may also apply to material 
things as well. “Freely ye have re- 
ceived, freely give.” “Ye have received 
freely my love, mercy, grace, and 
power, so freely give,” commanded the 
Master. 


Giving is a timely, but unpopular. 


subject. It may be easier to preach on 
heaven, but folks who won’t give will 
never get there. My subject is not 
“Heaven,” but it will help you to get 
to heaven. Many people criticize the 
preacher for talking about money, 
but Jesus had more to say about 
money than He did about repentance, 
the new birth, heaven, or hell. So 
you see that the greatest preacher of 
all times had quite a bit to say about 
money. 

Giving is the very nature and es- 
sence of God. He gave His Son, the 
Holy Ghost, salvation, life, health, 
substance, spiritual, and _ celestial 
blessings. Jesus gave all. The Holy 
Ghost gives, and inspires us to give 
as well as to shout and rejoice. 

Nature itself reflects God in giving. 
The sun gives forth his golden rays 
to lighten the world, to warm the 
earth, as well as to ripen the fruit. 
The moon sheds forth her mellow 
beams and the stars twinkle like a 
million diamonds in the sky, only to 
give light and beauty. The air gives 
of her contents to sustain plant and 
animal life; the clouds give forth 
their. showers; old Mother Earth 
yields freely to all her vast treasure 
of resources; the sea gives fishes; the 
brooks give of their waters to quench 
the thirst of every creature, great 
and small. The fowls of the air give 
of their flesh, eggs, and feathers; the 
fish give their eggs, oil, and flesh; the 
trees give their fruits; the flowers 
give of their fragrance and beauty; 
the bees give their honey. So you see, 
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God gave to everything a natural in- 
stinct of giving. Man ought to give. 
God exacts it; the Bible teaches it; 
the need demands. it; and love 
prompts it. 

The Scriptures set forth four kinds 
of giving: self-giving; forgiving, 
thanksgiving; and alms giving. I 
emphasize “alms giving.” In this mes- 
sage I want to impress three thoughts. 
First, the wrong way to give; second, 
the right way to give; third, the bless- 
ings of giving. 

Look first at the wrong way to give. 
There is a wrong way and a right way 
to do everything, even giving. When 
you give, you’re not to give faulty. 
Prov. 3:9, “Honour the Lord with thy 
substance, and with the firstfruits of 
all thine increase.” God requires the 
best, the firstfruits, and not the 
scraps and leftovers. Don’t insult God 
by giving Him your hog scraps, frozen 
potatoes, and sick chickens. These 
will not satisfy a good conscience 
(note I said a GOOD conscience). 
Brother, you may even get by your 
conscience, but you can’t get by your 
God. 

Do not give with the hope of return 
or gain. God is not in the profiteer 
business. True it is, He will bless you 
with a manifold return, but you are 
not to give with that motive in mind. 
Cast your bread upon the waters and 
leave the reward to come as the Lord 
may see fit. Many people give just for 
a show. That is the wrong way to give. 
Matt. 6:1, “Take heed that ye do not 
your alms before men, to be seen of 
them: otherwise ye have no reward 
of your Father which is in heaven.” 
This kind of giving is Pharisaical; it’s 
false; it’s selfish; it’s worldly, and an 
insult to God. Rest assured that this 
sort of giving only gains an earthly 
reward. 

To give by compulsion is wrong. 
Paul said to give, “not... of neces- 
sity,” 2 Cor. 9:7. Here I wish to illus- 
trate three kinds of givers: First, the 
flint giver. If you get anything out of 
him you have to knock it out, like we 
used to knock fire out of the flint 
rock. Second, there is the sponge giv- 
er. If you get anything out of this 
type you have to squeeze it out. Third, 
there is the honeycomb type. It comes 
forth of its own accord. God is well 
pleased with the honeycomb giver. 
Which kind are you? 

Do you give sparingly. Paul says 
that’s the wrong way to give. “He 
which soweth sparingly shall reap 
also sparingly,” 2 Cor. 9:6. The Greek 


word for “sparingly” here is stingily. 
Two things God doesn’t tolerate: 
laziness and stinginess. “See that ye 
abound in this grace also.” Paul calls 
giving a grace. Most of us need more 
giving grace. It takes much more 
grace to give than it does to testify, 
sing, shout, and talk in tongues. 
We are told in Paul’s letter also not 
to give grudgingly. “Every man, ac- 
cording as he purposeth in his heart, 
so let him give; not grudgingly 
2 Cor. 9:7; that is to say, not g 
with sadness, grief, heaviness, or sor- 
rowfully. For God’s sake don’t give, 
frown and regret, because that’s the 
wrong way to give. Above all things, 
do not give and grumble about it. 
Phil. 2:14, “Do all things without 
murmurings and disputings.” This 
applies to giving, too. There is no re- 
ward for the giver who grumbles 
about what little he gives. As a rule, 
grumblers seldom ever give. Watch it. 


Let us go now to the weightier part 
of this matter—the right way to give. 
We are taught in the text to give 
freely. ‘Freely ye have received, free- 
ly give.” For a geographical illustra- 
tion I point out two little seas located 
in the Jordan Valley, namely, the Sea 
of Galilee and the Dead Sea. Look at 
the Sea of Galilee. It receives 
river of Jordan to the north, ai 
freely from her waters and then sends 
her on her way to the south. She 
receives and gives; therefore, her 
waters are sweet, fresh, and life-giv- 
ing. On the other hand, look at the 
Dead Sea. She drinks in Jordan and 
fails to pass her on. In other words, 
this sea always receives but never 
gives, consequently she is dead. So is 
everyone who forever receives God’s 
benefits but never gives anything 
They are spiritually dead. Giving 
makes us like God, like Jesus, and like 
the Holy Ghost. It delivers us from 
self; it unites us to our fellow man; 
and it brings us closer to the very 
heart of God. 

Give systematically. “Upon the first 
day of the week let every one of you 
lay by him in store, as God h 
prospered him,” 1 Cor. 16:2. This v 
sets forth systematic giving. (a) Give 
frequently; that is, give weekly. (b) 
Give stately;-that is, have a certain 
time of giving, “first day of the week.” 
(c) Give universally. This means, let 


everybody give something, “everyone.” — 


(d) Give proportionally “as God has 
prospered you.” (e) Give orderly; that 
is to say, lay in store, make prepara-

think of to convey the thought I have 
in mind. Don’t live yesterday, but live 
today! Oh, I might have titled it one 
of a number of titles, but seemingly 
none conveyed the thought of the sub- 
ject forcefully enough. For some time 
I have been thinking seriously along 
this particular vein of thought, and I 
am confident it will be beneficial to 
you to give it some serious study. Don’t 
just casually glance over this article, 
as you are possibly guilty of doing so 
often. Read it! Ponder over it! Act up- 
on it! 

A very timely verse of scripture to 
adopt for study along this line, would 
be that oft-quoted evangelistic verse 
found in 2 Corinthians 6:2, “Behold, 
now is the accepted time; behold, now 


ords, what shall it profit a man if he 
hall anticipate all great and noble 
feats for the future, while the present 
goes by .wasted? The very lowest of 
men are able to look at the future 
with hopes of great harvest of fruit- 
fulness, while for the present they 
ravel themselves in the unsightly 
gowns of slothfulness. The lazy, 
drunken outcast, who lies helplessly 
encumbent on the street corner in 
your town and mine, is still able to 
imagine vaguely through his deterio- 
rated mind the day when again he 
will return to the respect and ad- 
miration of those whom he once held 
the respect of, but who now know 
him for what he is worth. He is yet 
able to reverse his thoughts to the day 
when he too possessed self-control like 
others of his neighborhood, when he 

Oo was able to hold down a regular 
ob, and when he too was dependable 
enough to meet the obligations of 
life. Though he is apparently one short 
step from all help, he still can cling 
to some Utopia in the future, when 
he will quit his drinking and riotous 
living. Sure, he feels that he is able 
to lay aside those things, if he so pur- 
poses, but he feels as if that is a mat- 
ter for the future to solve, and not to- 
day. And thus it is on down the line: 


* the day of salvation.” In other 
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drunkard, drug addict, gambler, har- 
lot, moral pervert, or even the com- 
monly termed “average sinner.” The 
most fatal mistake of all sinners is 
that one little fact. It seems like a 
relatively unimportant matter, many 
times, whether we do things today or 
put off till tomorrow, but it is the 
very key to success itself, and the very 
gateway to hell, as it were. 


I knew a couple one time, not a bad 
couple; in fact, they were very devout 
in their profession of Christianity. 
They earned their living by operating 
a fairly well-to-do village grocery 
store. That is, it was a well-to-do store 
until the public began to learn that 
they were a pair of complaining ad- 
dicts who were never satisfied with 
how business was going, how custom- 
ers responded to their bargain sales, 
and how hopeless the present seemed 
to be. They seemed to carry on their 
backs the very burden of pessimism. 
They found it a very easy thing to 
air their troubles to customers, ap- 
parently not aware of what the effect 
would certainly be. It was a known 
fact around the village neighborhood 
that when you asked them how they 
felt today, you were certain to get 
bluntly in return, “Worse ’en ever.” 
Of course, in a very short time after 
opening their grocery establishment, 
business dropped, as if in proportion 
to their attitude toward life. Not long 
hence the man of the house died, from 
apparent overworry. He was a victim 
of his own imagination, a mental 
suicide. He never did awake to the 
realization that success comes from 
correctly spending the today, and not 
from basking in experiences of the 
past alone. Might we impress the 
thought again, that the least of us are 
able to see the future with kingly 
ends, but great men have profitable 
“NOWS,” as well. 

Howbeit, men expect success so 
readily while they abuse the “today” 
so unmercifully. I am thinking of a 
scripture along this line, which I feel 
is very timely and worth considering. 
“Whatsoever a man soweth, that shall 
he also reap.” My, how dynamic those 
words are, and so very pertinent to 
this thought. I ask you, what can a 
men expect the future to hold for him, 
other than the very fruits of today’s 


seed? Today’s acorns will be tomor- 
row’s oaks. Very true! Very promising 
to our dwarfed outlook on the present, 
it would seem. But let us consider. 
After all, the acorn is only the begin- 
ning of the oak. Without the rain, the 
continued fertility of soil, the heart 
of the sun, and the very grace of God 
Himself, the oak would never come 
forth in all the beauty and boldness 
that it does. 

To most Americans, the first day of 
January is the Day of Resolutions. 
Virtually all those who have reached 
an age of accountability, take stock to 
some extent of what has happened 
during the outgoing year, and then 
decide that a lot of changes need to 
be made for the new year to make it 
a more profitable year. A noble step 
indeed, they pretty generally concede. 
“This year is going to be different,” 
they say. The mistake, however, is 
made by lunging hopefully but blind- 
ly into the whole matter. About the 
second or third day of resisting the 
oppressor and they decide that it’s 
no use to buck the winds of opposition 
any more. “What’s the use?” they 
conclude; “I couldn’t last a whole 
year, anyway. I may as well quit and 
forget the whole matter. A year is just 
too long.” People in such circum- 
stances undoubtedly have good inten- 
tions in making resolutions, but they 
fail to approach the problem correctly. 
They let the potential glory of the dis- 
tant future sway them into something 
which later appears unsurmountable. 
The best method of approach to a 
resolution of any kind, I believe, is not 
to make a resolution for a year at a 
time, but just make it for today. To- 
day is the day.\What is done today 
counts for eternity. If we fail in our 
mission today, we have no assurance 
of heaven. We are not saved on the 
merits of yesterday’s accomplish- 
ments, but on today’s. If we would re- 
solve rather to make each day the 
best of our lives, and live upon the 
expectation that today is our final 
day on earth, our lives would be so 
much more fruitful. We should also 
remind ourselves that today is too im- 
portant to defile by some trivial mis- 
deed which would grieve both our 
conscience and those hearts with 
whom we have occasion to deal. Let us 
keep in mind that tomorrow is an- 
other day, and its problems can be 
dealt with when it is a today. By so 
considering each day, separate and of 
itself, we shall find that luminous

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A Militant Attitude in Christian Life

We, as Christians, are engaged, like 
Gideon, in a mighty midnight battle. 
The battle that Gideon fought with 
the Midianites was one of the great- 
est and most remarkable battles in 
the history of the world, because it 
was arranged by the divine provi- 
dence. There are three points of in- 
terest we shall try to get a lesson from. 

The first one is the two divisions of 
soldiers; the second is their armour; 
and the third is the battle. It would 
“be very good if you read the entire 
story directly from the Bible, in the 
seventh chapter of Judges. God did 
the dividing here. Gideon told the 
men (under God’s_ instructions), 
“Whosoever is fearful and afraid, let 
him return and depart early.” Twen- 
ty-two hundred left, and there yet 
remained 10,000. The Lord said to 
Gideon, “They are yet too many.” 
God told Gideon how to give them 
another test. We see, after reading 
this remarkable story, how only 300 
remained. This shows that God wants 
to test us. Can we take this militant 
and combatant attitude? When tests 
come, look to God and His Word. 

Each time you are tested and take 
God as your Captain, you will win, 
and thus become a stronger soldier 
and more reliable for God’s use. 

Let us consider the second point, 
their armor—a trumpet and a pitcher. 
It sounds unbelieveable that only 300 
men should go against such an in- 
numerable army as is recorded in 
verse 12, with only these implements. 
This again proves “God’s ways are 
not our ways.” It was only obedience 
that won that battle. It was God 
who did the work. The men proving 
true under the test pleased God. 

The third point to be considered is 
the battle. With only 300 against that 
multitude, God again spoke to Gideon, 
telling him to go down to the host of 
enemies and hear what they had to 
say. Gideon obeyed, and there he 
heard the enemies’ dream and inter- 
pretation. When Gideon heard that, 
the Bible says he worshipped God and 
returned to his men with a thrilling 
message. So it will be with us in 
every battle of life, if we will but 
take time, or rather make time, to 
worship our Captain, Jesus Christ, to 
get our orders for the day and then 
obey them. It is absolutely necessary 
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that we meet with Him (preferably 
in the early morning) for our orders 
for the day’s battle. So often has been 
my experience of getting “battle 
weary.” An inventory showed I failed 
to meet early in the morning with 
my Commander-in-Chief. 

The last test God gave the soldiers 
of Gideon is a good one for us to 
adhere to. The one who bowed down 
to drink water was not in a position 
to see the stealing approach of the 
enemy, while the soldiers who stooped 
to catch the water in their hands, 
then lifted it to their mouths, were in 
an alert position. Their posture was 
alert and ready for an attack on the 
enemy at sight. God is still working 
among His soldiers likewise. Those 
who are not fully purified, though 
they are soldiers, have in them the 
love of ease, self, natural and unholy 
proneness of character and disposi- 
tion, a lack of watchfulness, of un- 
derstanding, and prompt and swift 
Obedience. This is constantly being 
manifest by them in many uncon- 
scious ways. They are sluggish in 
prayer, testimony, liberality, and 
obedience. They do not discern spir- 
itual things or the approach of the 
enemy of their souls. True holiness 
will manifest itself in spite of every- 
thing. Remember, a holy life can 
never be imitated or counterfeited by 
any who do not have the experience. 
Let that sink deep, dearly beloved. 

In our militant life in Christ, I 
want to bring you back to where I 
spoke of two divisions. Those divisions 
were made on a basis of fear, if we 
notice carefully. Each man was to 
sit in judgment of himself. God did 
not pick out the cowards. He ar- 
ranged it so that every man would 
do it for himself. How beautifully God 
does business. He says that every man 
must give account of himself unto 
God. God is the only one who uses 
this method. Men, of themselves, con- 
fess they are or are not good soldiers. 
This second division was of a different 
nature. Thus, we see “our great Com- 
mander” helps men to make them- 
selves not only from a division of 
“born again” but also a division from 
“partly carnal” and “entirely yielded” 


-to Him. Our God is an infinite gentle- 


man—never behaving Himself in a 
rude or uncultured way with His own. 


Had God used a special way of pick- 
ing those 300 men visibly, it would 
have wounded the other 9,700, and 
perhaps tempted the 300 to spiritual 
pride. Thus, God’s ways are perfect 
ways. God allows each of us, in his un- 
willing way, to manifest the true in- 
wardness of his own being. The abso- 
lute truth is manifest in such a way 
that no one can lay any blame on God. 


I personally, believe that the trum- 
pets these 300 used can be symbolized 
to a type of God’s Word. Trumpets 
were usually made from rams’ horns. 
Jesus, being our Ram slain, offered 
for our salvation, furnishes us with 
His Word, His horn, His trumpet, and 
the Word proclaimed in preaching 
and testifying. That instrument will 
repel Satan and overcome all our 
spiritual enemies. The second instru- 
ment was lamps, typifying the Holy 
Ghost, as in Psa. 119:105; Isa. 62.1. 


The third instrument was a pitcher 
that each man was to hold in his 
left hand. Perhaps this typifies our 
own human nature. These pitchers 
were to be broken at a given time. 
Surely, we must be broken in our- 
selves to properly let our lamps shine 
forth. This truth is taught through- 
out all the Bible. All of self must go. 
This was a midnight battle, making 
a perfect picture of the spiritual and 
heavenly warfare which we are wag- 
ing against evil spirits in high places, 
as spoken of in 2 Cor. 10:4. When we 
(as Gideon) prepare ourselves before 
and with God in this midnight battle 
against the enemy, we (with God’s 
leading) will arouse sinners also from 
their sleep. They will be thrown into 
utter consternation, and in their 
alarm and terror will flee from the 
wrath to come. God’s soldier saints of 
today are engaged in a warfare cor- 
responding to that of our lesson. 
Don’t you believe that? And oh, if we 
will ally ourselves as those 300 of old! 


_ Friends, we are, in spirit, stationed 
on high vantage ground, although our 
enemies far outnumber us, both vis- 
ible and invisible. We will be fight- 
ing with our enemies below us, as this 
army in our lesson. Come on, saints, 
let us move up, when tests come, 
closer to our Gideon (Jesus), and 
great will be our reward. To go for- 
ward with God at His bidding is to in- 
vite a miracle. When Moses went for- 
ward the seas divided. Go God’s way, 
and a miracle will come out to greet 
you. We walk not alone who walk with 
God. Don’t ask God to walk with us; 
ask the privilege to walk with Him.

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The Virgin of the Wilderness

“Who is this that cometh up from 
the wilderness, leaning upon her be- 
loved?” S. of Sol. 8:5a. 

Solomon saw a beautiful young vir- 
gin coming up out of a dreary wilder- 
ness, yet she wasn’t alone, for she was 
leaning upon her beloved, tired and 
weary, yet victorious and happy! Sol- 
omon seemed puzzled about who they 
were. He was especially concerned 
about the virgin. He described her as 
- lovely, and fell in love with her at 
first sight. He said, “Her head is like 
Mt. Carmel, her hair is like purple, 
her stature is like the palm trees, her 
neck is like towers of ivory, the joints 
of her thighs are like jewels, and her 
lips like threads of scarlet.” Notice 
again, “There are threescore queens, 
and fourscore concubines, and virgins 
without number. My dove, my un- 
defiled is but one; she is the only one 
of her mother, she is the choice one 
of her that bare her. The daughters 
saw her, and blessed her; yea, the 
queens and the concubines, and they 
praised her,” S. of Sol. 6:8,9. At the 
sight of this beautiful lady he knew 
she was pure and righteous. Who was 
she? None other than the BRIDE OF 
CHRIST. Notice, Solomon was con- 
vinced she was the CHOICE AND also 
the ONLY one of her mother that 
bare her. 

Another saw her and spoke of her.

At first sight, Hosea, like 
Solomon, fell in love with this bride 
and wanted to bring her to the valley 
of Achor (this word meaning trouble). 
Trouble, yes, that’s about all the 
world has given her; but she has kept 
her song and caused millions to sing 
and pray their troubles away, as when 
she came up out of the land of Egypt.

chased at Calvary with Christ Jesus’ 
blood and had a new inauguration at 
Pentecost. Thank God, as she passed

on down the ages of time, the thou- 
sands that have seen her have loved 
and cherished her even as those holy 
men of old. I never shall forget when 
I was seeking for the right .Church 
and wondered if there really was a 
church as clean and pure as this one 
I had read of so much in the Bible. 
Thank God, one night I saw her, pure, 
lovely, and holy, and she was the 
CHOICE ONE, the ONLY one for me. 
(Our denomination does not teach 
that we are the all-exclusive church, 
but that we are a part of the all- 
exclusive church, or body, of Christ). 

“Who is this virgin, this one so Holy 
and so pure?” I am speaking of none 
other than the same one Solomon, 
Hosea and Paul wrote about—the 
CHURCH OF GOD—THE BRIDE OF 
CHRIST. Paul says concerning her, 2 
Cor. 11:2, “For I am jealous over you 
with godly jealousy: for I have es- 
poused you to one husband, that I 
may present you as a chaste virgin 
to Christ.” Yes, for Christ died for her 
and gave His life that one day He 
may present her to Himself a glorious 
church, not having spot or wrinkle or 
any such thing.

tion for your giving so “there will be 
no gatherings when I come.” 

Give according ta ability. Deut. 16:- 
17, “Every man shall give as he is 
able.” Isn’t that fair enough? Surely, 
it is. God fixed it just right to fit 
everybody, rich or poor. Luke 11:14, 
“Give alms of such things as ye have.” 
If you don’t have money, give such 
things as you have, vegetables, milk, 
eggs, etc. There is no excuse for not 
giving something. 

Give sacrificially. “ ... their deep 
poverty abounded unto the riches of 
their liberality,” 2 Cor. 8:2. Remem- 
ber, the widow gave her two mites, all 
she had. Jesus saw it and commended 
her. His keen eyes are still upon the 
collection pan. Don’t put zero in the 
collection plate and complain because 
the church is cold. “ . . . beyond their 
power they were willing of them- 


selves,” 2 Cor. 8:3. If you want to re- 
ceive a blessing that there’s not room 
enough to receive, give till it hurts 
and then give till it doesn’t hurt. 
Don’t ever think you can outgive God. 
The more you give, the more you will 
have to give. Just try it. 

Give as the Lord directs. “Every 
man according as he purposeth in 
his heart, so let him give.” Give as 
the Lord speaks to your heart. He will 
tell you the exact amount to give in 
dollars and cents. “He that hath ears 
let him hear then what the Spirit 
saith.” Isaiah tells us that the willing 
and obedient shall eat the good of the 
land. 

Give cheerfully. “ ... for God loveth 
a cheerful giver,’ 2 Cor. 9:7. Cheerful 
giving proves the reality of your re- 
ligion. If your religion hasn’t reached 
your pocketbook, it hasn’t reached the 
heart. Cheerful giving adds value to

the gift. Cheerful giving reflects the 
spiritual nature of the giver. Cheer- 
ful giving merits Godly favor. “He 
loveth a cheerful giver.” After all, 
that’s what we’re seeking—God’s di- 
vine favor, smiles, and approval. So 
let’s be cheerful givers. 

Give to every good work.“ ... al- 
ways having all sufficiency in all 
things, may abound to every good 
work,” 2 Cor. 9:8. Give to every worthy 
cause, whether it be missions, orphan- 
age, building program, revival cam- 
paigns, church expenses, radio work, 
aged ministers, or to the poor beggar 
on the street. Give as unto the Lord. 
Think of it, the man in hell has lost, 
forever, his opportunity to give. So 


giving is a blessed privilege as well 
as an obligation. Don’t cast it off 
lightly. 

Now, may we conclude with a few 
thoughts on the blessings of giving. 
They are threefold—material, spiri- 
tual, and heavenly. 

1. The material blessings. Luke 6:38, 
“Give, and it shall be given unto you 
...” May I say that giving is magic. 
The more you give the more you have 
to give. Jesus multiplied (the fishes 
and loaves) by division and subtrac- 
tion. Can you beat it? It simply works 
wonders. Prove it for yourself. 

2. Spiritual blessings. “He that 
hath a bountiful eye shall be blessed,” 
Prov. 22:9. Some folks never see the 
need of giving. They close their eyes 
to keep from seeing. How dwelleth 
the love of the Lord in you? “Then 
the people rejoiced, for that they of- 
fered willingly ... ,” 1 Chron. 29:9. A 
spirit of rejoicing usually follows a 
time of giving. You have seen that 
happen many times right before your 
eyes. Prov. 11:25, “The liberal soul 
shall be made fat...” If you seem 
lean in your soul and haven’t received 
a spiritual blessing lately, try giving. 

3. Heavenly blessings. Luke 12:33, 
“ ... give alms; provide yourselves 
bags which wax not old, a treasure in 
the heavens that faileth not...” 
Never be afraid of giving up your 
best to God, for on that great day 
God will give you His better—a man- 
sion, a robe, and a crown.
